A Canadian soldier based 
in Edmonton has been 
killed in a powerful road¬ 
side bomb blast while on 
foot patrol in a volatile 
community southwest of 
Kandahar City. 

The attack that killed Pte. 
Tyler William Todd, 26, hap¬ 
pened early yesterday near 
the community of Belan- 
day, about eight kilometres 
outside of the provincial 
capital. 

Brig.-Gen. Dan Menard, 
the commander of Canadi¬ 
an troops in Afghanistan, 
says Todd was on a routine

A statement from the 
Prime Minister’s Office said 
another Canadian soldier 
had been injured in the 
same incident. The Canadi¬ 


an militaiy didn’t confirm 
the injuiy as it no longer re¬ 
leases information on those 
wounded on the battlefield. 

Stephen Harper ex¬ 
pressed his “deepest condo¬ 
lences” to Todd’s family and 
friends. 

Todd was from Kitchener, 
Ont., but based in Edmon¬ 
ton with the 1st Battalion, 
Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantiy. 

His death brings to 142 
the number of Canadian 
soldiers killed since the 
Afghan mission began in

nait Effluent expurgation is 
not necessarily a term that 
you will hear out of the 
mouth of the average sev¬ 
enth grader. 

But for Brennon Grohn 
and Michael Gras of the Au¬ 
rora Charter School, it is an 
important one, an award¬ 
winning one. Since Septem¬ 
ber, the friends have been 
working on making it their 
research project. 

In two analytical tests, 
the boys were investigating 
the efficacy of various ab¬ 
sorbents in removing toxic 
chemicals, trying to find a 
solution for environmental 
issues related to the tar 
sand industry. 

As two of about 250 stu¬ 
dents from Edmonton and 
surrounding communities, 
they were able to present 
their findings at the region¬ 
al science fair at the NAIT 
main campus this weekend. 

The young scientists, stu¬ 
dents from Grades 4 to 12, 


presented their skills in 164 
projects that were evaluat¬ 
ed by over 100 judges on 
Saturday and exhibited to 
the public on Sunday. 

“Every year it seems that 
the top projects just get a 
little bit more complicated 
and sophisticated,” said Sue 
Chapotelle, a member of 
the regional science fair 
committee for over 30 years 

Out of 16 different cate¬ 
gories, the eight best partic¬ 
ipants were chosen to at¬ 
tend the Canada Wide Sci¬ 
ence Fair in Peterborough, 
Ont., in May. 

The award ceremony was 
held at the NAIT’s Shaw 
Theatre. 

Even though their proj¬ 
ect, recognized with four 
different awards, didn’t get 
them a flight to Ontario 
this year, Brennon and 
Michael plan to celebrate 
and try again next year.

Confusion abounds 
over volunteer 
screening protocol 


Nation in mourning 

President's body returns to Poland following plane crash

Tens of thousands of Poles 
sang the national anthem 
and tossed flowers at the 
hearse carrying the body 
of President Lech Kaczyns- 
ki to the presidential 
palace yesterday after it 
was returned from Russia, 
where he and dozens of 
political, military and reli¬ 
gious leaders were killed 
in a plane crash. 

The plane carrying 
Kaczynslci’s body arrived 
from the Smolensk airport, 
where he and 95 others 
had been heading Saturday 
to honour 22,000 Polish of¬ 
ficers slain by the Soviet se¬ 
cret police in 1940. 

The coffin bearing 
Kaczynslci’s remains were 
met first by his daughter 
Marta, whose mother 
Maria also perished in the 


crash. She knelt before it, 
her forehead resting on 
the coffin. 

She was followed by 
Jaroslaw Kaczynslci, the 
former prime minister, 
and the president’s twin 
brother. He, too, knelt and 
pressed his head against 
the flag-draped coffin be¬ 
fore rising slowly and 
crossing himself. 

Standing sentinel were 
four Polish troopers bear¬ 
ing sabres. There was no 
sign of the twins’ ailing 
mother Jadwiga, who has 
been hospitalized. The 


president had cancelled 
several foreign trips lately 
to be by her side. 

The coffin was placed 
aboard a Mercedes-Benz 
hearse and slowly travelled 
several kilometres to the 
palace, watched by thou¬ 
sands of weeping Poles. 

Earlier, the country held 
two minutes of silence in 
memorial for those killed 
in the crash. Church bells 
pealed at noon and emer¬ 
gency sirens shrieked for 
nearly a minute before fad¬ 
ing. Hundreds bowed their 
heads, eyes closed, in front 


of the presidential palace. 
Buses and trams halted in 
the streets. 

No date for a funeral has 
been set and the presiden¬ 
tial palace has not yet said 
if Kaczynslci will lie in state. 

The death of the presi¬ 
dent and much of the state 
and defence establishment 
in Russia, en route to com¬ 
memorating one of the 
saddest events in the 
neighbouring countries’ 
long, complicated history, 
was laden with tragic 
irony. 

“He taught Poles how to 
respect our traditions, how 
to fight for our dignity, 
and he made he made his 
sacrifice there at that trag¬ 
ic place,” said mourner Bo¬ 
guslaw Staron, 70. 
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law The government’s 
own “best practice” guide 
for screening volunteers 
makes no mention of a 
critical step to identify par¬ 
doned sex offenders such 
as Graham James.

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Transit should consider dark side 



O ne of the goals 
at Edmonton 
Transit these 
days is to retain 
young passen¬ 
gers well into adulthood. 

Of course, lots of school- 
aged children and post-sec¬ 


ondary students already 
take the bus but the hope is, 
even as these young transit 
riders get older, they will 
continue to take transit — 
despite the fact they may be 
legally old enough or finan¬ 
cially secure enough to 
drive their own car. 

So why hasn’t there been 
a bigger push from within 
ETS to adopt late-night or 
24-hour transit? 

As far as I can see, the 
best way to convert riders of 
circumstance into riders by 
choice is to give them as 
many reasons to choose 


transit and as few reasons 
to choose the alternative 
(i.e. a private vehicle). 

It’s no great secret that 
young people like to go out 
at night and watch movies, 
or go to concerts, or other¬ 
wise revel into the wee 
hours of the morning. It’s 
no secret either that the 
majority of young people 
nowadays have to work in 
the evenings and on the 
weekends to pay their way 
through school. So why is 
ETS’ evening, night and 
weekend service poor to 
non-existent? 


Yeah, yeah, “There’s not 
as much demand for transit 
service on the weekends.” 
But it’s a chiclcen-and-the- 
egg situation: There’s no de¬ 
mand because there’s no 
service. As the saying goes, 
“Build it and they will 
come.” 

Obviously, young people 
aren’t going to change their 
lifestyles around the exist¬ 
ing hours and levels of serv¬ 
ice. If ETS really wants to 
convert young riders into 
lifelong ones then it has to 
offer a service that suits the 
lifestyle of these riders. 


Over the years, I’ve 
worked with many people 
— both young and old — 
who take transit to work. If 
on a particular day, howev¬ 
er, they plan on working 
late or going anywhere af¬ 
ter work they will instead 
drive. Why? Because they 
know evening transit serv¬ 
ice is atrocious and they’d 
prefer to avoid the hassle. 

I also know people who 
normally take transit every¬ 
where, but if they plan on 
partying and being out past 
midnight, they’ll borrow 
somebody’s car. And maybe 


they’ll even drive home 
drunk! Why? Because they 
know the buses won’t be 
running when they want to 
go home. 

This last week, a 20-year- 
old fellow I know even 
walked for 90 minutes to 
get home from a party. 
Why? Because he’d just 
barely missed the last bus of 
the night. I guarantee that, 
in a few years, he’ll be driv¬ 
ing an SUV.

There are many ways to grow a lush lawn without using harmful herbicides and pesticides. 


Were you working on your 
lawn this weekend? Are 
you dreaming of a 
summer of lush, green 
grass at the front or back 
of your home? 

Pesticides and herbicides 
were a fact of gardening 
life in this part of the 
world for decades. But 
with pesticides banned in 
Halifax, the provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec, and a 
growing list of communi¬ 
ties all over Canada, is it 
still possible to get the 
green, weed-free grassy ex¬ 
panse so many of us de¬ 
sire? 

“The only thing you’re 
giving up is an unsustain¬ 
able monoculture and the 
nasty smell and toxic 
fumes,” says Shaiyn In¬ 
ward, executive assistant 
with Green Communities 
Canada in Peterborough, 
Ont. 

If you think it’s going to 
be frustrating and difficult 
to green your green, In¬ 
ward is delighted to dis¬ 
agree. 

“The first thing you want 
to do at this time of year is 
rake your lawn” Inward 
says. “Just picking up stuff 
that has matted in there. 
It’s call dethatching. All 
that stuff is valuable 
mulch. Then you aerate, 
and that’s just poking 
holes in the lawn. You can 
use a pitchfork, and 
there’s also special spiked 
shoes, or you can have a 
commercial landscaper 
come by and do it for you.” 

Overseeding your lawn 
thickens the grass. Letting 
it grow two to two-and-a- 


half inches tall makes it al¬ 
most impossible for weeds 
to take hold. 

“What people can also 
do is grow clover. It actual¬ 
ly feeds the grass because 
it fixes nitrogen in the soil. 
And clover is green! You 
can encourage this slow- 
growing plant to comple¬ 
ment your grass, and feed 
it at the same time to 
make your lawn a bit 
greener than your neigh¬ 
bour’s in the middle of the 
summer when there’s a 
drought.”

Inward says good grass 
rises — literally and direct¬ 
ly — from well-maintained 
soil. And it’s not just your 
grass that benefits. 

Pets and people become 
a lot safer when aggres¬ 
sive, destructive chemicals 
are put aside. Inward cau¬ 
tions that dogs are more 


susceptible to cancer than 
humans, particularly be¬ 
cause of their shorter lifes¬ 
pans. 

“The advanced stages of 
this are to minimize the 
lawn,” she notes 

“If you have a shade tree, 
for example, it’s a losing 
battle to have lawn under¬ 
neath. You should just 
mulch the whole area and 
plant shade plants. And 
you can also have more 
garden beds, which are 
easier to care for than a 
lawn.”

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Lifeline for Greece 

Eurozone nations offer debt-laden country loans

Desperate to halt the 
Greek debt crisis that has 
hammered the euro, 
fellow eurozone 
governments tossed it a fi¬ 
nancial lifeline yesterday, 
saying they would make 
€30 billion ($40 billion) in 
loans available this year 
alone — if Athens asks for 
the money. 

The International Mone¬ 
tary Fund stands ready to 
chip in another €10 bil¬ 
lion, said Olli Rehn, the EU 
monetaiy affairs chief. 

The promise — filling in 
details of a March 25 
pledge of joint eurozone- 
IMF help — was another 
attempt to calm markets 
that have been selling off 
Greek bonds in recent 
days. Markets viewed the 
March pledge as too vague 
and carrying such tough 
restrictions that made it 
difficult for Greece to ac¬ 
cess any money. 

As a result, investors de¬ 
manded high rates to loan 
to the government as it 
struggles to avoid default 
and pay some €54 billion 
in debt coming due this 


year — rates the govern¬ 
ment says it can’t go on 
paying. 

In an emergency video 
conference, the finance 
ministers of the 16 euro¬ 
zone nations agreed on a 
three-year financing for¬ 
mula that generates an in¬ 
terest rate of “around five 


per cent.” 

This is less than com¬ 
mercial market rates — 
which have soared above 7 
per cent on Greek 10-year 
borrowing in recent weeks 
as the debt crisis dragged 
on — but more than bene¬ 
ficiaries of IMF usually pay.

avid Arrigo 
failed Grade 9 
art. It bored 
him. Instead Ar¬ 
rigo, who’s now 
40, used toothbrushes and 
any old paint he could 
find to decorate friends’ 
jean jackets. 

Arrigo liked art enough 
by the end of high school 
to enrol in a college pro¬ 
gram for graphic design 
management. But he 
dropped out of the pro¬ 
gram and started taking 
odd jobs. 

He was loading trucks 
when a former girlfriend 
— whom he’d long ago 
painted a jacket for — told 
the restaurant where she 
was working about Arrigo. 
They wanted a wall mural 
and offered him the job. 

He covered the four-foot 
by four-foot wall with a 
jazz-themed scene, and 
the owners loved it. Soon, 
he was getting mural com¬ 
missions all over Toronto 
and within a few months 
quit his other job. 

Around this time, Arri¬ 
go picked up a mural 
painting book in an art 
supply store. “I got a quar¬ 
ter way through it, and 
then I tossed it. I can do 
my own thing.” He still re¬ 


fuses to look at art books. 

In 1999, he convinced 
staff at Wayne Gretzky’s 
restaurant to let him paint 
a massive mural. Around 
the time he finished the 
80-foot by 30-foot piece, 
Gretzky announced his re¬ 
tirement and was induct¬ 
ed into the Hockey Hall of 
Fame. Arrigo was asked, at 
the last minute, to do a 
mural for the induction 
ceremony. 

Arrigo proved himself 
by whipping off the piece 
in 30 hours (the paint was 
barely dry for the event). 
That soon led to a commis¬ 
sion to do an 18-foot by 
seven-foot mural of the 
Leafs that still hangs in the 
Air Canada Centre today. 

A huge hockey fan who 
began skating at age 
three, painting hockey 
greats and other sports 


scenes was no problem for 
Arrigo. 

He’s now gone to two 
Olympics — including 
Vancouver, where he 
painted all the gold medal 
winners — numerous Su¬ 
per Bowls and NASCAR 
races, among other events. 

Meanwhile, about three 
years ago, he painted his 
first goalie mask for Mike 
Smith of the Dallas Stars. 
The helmet covered with 
the Grinch (it was the holi¬ 
day season and the Jim 
Carrey movie had just 
come out) worked out 
well. He’s now done 
masks for 14 NHL goalies. 

Whenever he’s hired for 
a job, Arrigo does a rough 
sketch of what he plans to 
do. Once he’s working on 
the mural, canvas or 
mask, he photographs his 
work at every stage and

sends them to his client. 

Arrigo uses acrylic 
paints to minimize fumes 
— he’ll wear a mask when 
he’s in his studio. But he 
often paints in public at 
sports event so passersby 
can watch him wield his 
airbrush and turn his 
favourites sports ideas and 
icons into art.

Junos carry the torch 

Producers riding wave of Olympic Games enthusiasm 


This year’s Junos hope to 
borrow some of the magic 
of the Vancouver 
Olympics. 

Executive producer John 
Brunton says the show will 
look to connect with a 
country still on a high 
from the Games and might 
even incorporate some of 
the production tricks seen 
during the opening and 
closing ceremonies. 

So, we’ll see K’naan min¬ 
gling with killer whales? 
Drake navigating cracking, 
splintering ice floes? 

Not quite. 

But the Junos will em¬ 
ploy the same Quebec 
company that did projec¬ 
tion work at the Olympics 
festivities, and Brunton 


says that the awards show 
will try to carry on the 
same spirit of Canadian pa¬ 
triotism that permeated 
the Games. 

“We’re trying to ride 
the wave — this tidal 
wave — of Canadian 
enthusiasm and pa¬ 
triotism that’s come 
out of the Vancouver 
Olympics,” Brunton, 
the mastermind behind 
Canadian Idol and Battle of 
the Blades said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

“I think the opening of 
the show has a real correla¬ 
tion with ... the whole vibe 
that came out of Vancou¬ 
ver. The whole sense of 
Canadians coming togeth¬ 
er in ways that we haven’t 


really seen them do from a 
multicultural perspective 
and just a sense of pride.” 

Though Brunton is stay¬ 
ing mum on most details 
for the show this Sun¬ 
day, he says this 
year’s instalment of 
the Junos will set a 
new technical stan¬ 
dard for the venera¬ 
ble show. 

“It’s just pushing the 
envelope of the technology 
of a rock ‘n’ roll show,” he 
said. “In terms of the light¬ 
ing and projections we’re 
using on our set ... we’re 
pushing ourselves techno¬ 
logically into a different 
place.”

Conan O'Brien takes show on the road 


Laughter is the goal when 
a comedian steps in front 
of an audience. Conan 
O’Brien is in pursuit of 
that and more: The next 
stage of his career. 
The former 
Tonight host, 
barred from ap¬ 
pearing on TV 
until Septem¬ 
ber by terms 
of his exit 
deal from 
NBC, kicks 
off a na¬ 
tionwide 
tour today 


in Eugene, Ore., that could 
highlight his popularity 
amid negotiations for a 
new talk show. 

Dubbed The Legally Pro¬ 
hibited From Being Funny 
on Television Tour, the 
two-month venture will 
take O’Brien, his former 
Tonight band and sidekick 
Andy Richter to about 30 
U.S. and Canadian cities. 

It’s virtually sold out and 
extra dates have been 
added in a handful of larger 
markets. Many tickets were 
priced at a relatively low 
$40, although the resale 


market has boosted their 
value to as much as $2,000). 

His tour ranked as the 
top-seller on StubHub, 
“which is unheard of for a 
comedian,” said Glenn 
Lehrman, spokesman for 
the online ticket site. The 
No. 1 spot usually goes to a 
sports event or big-arena 
pop concert, he said. 

That makes O’Brien look 
like a winner — and a rock 
star — as he angles to re¬ 
turn as a TV host, with Fox 
considered the likely home 
among possibilities that al¬ 
so include a cable channel 


or a syndicated package. 

“It’s pretty impressive he 
sold out a national tour” so 
quickly, said Garth Ancier, 
a veteran TV executive who 
served as the first program¬ 
ming chief for Fox. “That 
says there’s a fan base he’s 
connected to, and demon¬ 
strates to Fox and anybody 
else his viability as a draw.” 

The stage shows are proof 
that “people will pay money 
to see him,” said industry 
analyst Shari Anne Brill. 
“Which means he can make 
money for a network.” 

Mark Metzger, general 


manager for Fox affiliate 
KLSR-TV in Eugene, is root¬ 
ing for O’Brien’s success 
on the road. While Met¬ 
zger is eager to welcome 
the comedian to Fox’s late- 
night lineup, a number of 
other affiliates are reluc¬ 
tant to give up profitable 
sitcom reruns to make 
room for him. 

The tour could change 
minds, Metzger said. “I 
think it would influence 
the other affiliates, with 
him going to cities and sell¬ 
ing out theatres,” he said.
